James Tennant came of good old military 
stock, beng a son of Steff-Sergeant Tennant of 
the oand “Gordon Highlanders” and grandson 
of Sergeant Tennant of the same ‘crack’ regiment.

In India in 1862, young Tennant, as he was 
called by hts father's stalwart comrades, joined

hard at bis profession and being endowed with 
more than average ability, at the early age of 20. 
he was made a sergeant of the Gordon High- 
landers, to which regiment be belonged up to the 
time of bis death, sithough detached for Stat 
duty for upwards of ten years, fiveo! which be 
served at Wiochester and five in Hongkong, and

service he was about to return to Aldershet,

army corps? This seems to be perzling the 
apanese papers xe much as ft dy exciting our 
curfosity, It left Hiro:hima more than a fort- 
night aga, and has not been heard of alnce. 
There ts the’ report that it is investing Port 
Arthar, and this we gather from certa(n elrcom- 


stances is the story that the Japanese authorities, 


are anxfous to have ceedttrd; but If {t Is trae, It 
is difficnit to understand how it fs that the 
Chinese have no hint of it, that there Is no break 
In the telegraphic’ communication with Port 
Arthas, and that Chincae transports, some threes 
day on the average, are ronning uni: terruptedly 
between Port Asthurard Taku, Another story is 
that [thas landed on Korea Bay tothe westward 
ofthe Yaloo, The favourite tactics af the Japanese 
pre t ack the Chinese from three sides at 
once, and it ia supposed that the. Chinese army 
atthe Valoo fa to be attacked in front by the 
main body of Japanese fr _m Pingyang, on the 
left by the force that ty sald to have been landed 
near the month of the Tumen tlver, and on the 
richt by this second army. Ag-in what throws 
some doubt on this fs that the Chinese telegraph 
Ines to Moukden and to.the fire’ station west of 
Yichow are still apen for trffic.

bad any {idea a month ago that they were about 
to meet Admiral Ting's squadron, for which they 
hed been hunting for weeks, they would 
have had their fleet of thirty-four torpedo bnats 
with them, and we are astured that not a Chinese 
‘ship would have escaped, for the Japanese 
torpedo squadron {s commanded and manned by 
the bravest and most fearless men in their navy.
